no stecticity on the place|until 1950. Kerosene lamps and.cooking stoves were used or Aladdin ga 
‘Dannking water they carried from springs along the lakeshore or from the well at the farmhouse. 


‘One time in about 1942, a small tomado or hurricane hit the farm and resort when some large 
‘uprooted in the farm yard and two of the cottages were lifted off their foundations but no one was hu 
‘ona Sunday afternoon when many people were at the lakeshore and there was also a church service n 
one of the hillsides by the lake. People ran to the stand, their cars and everywhere for cover. It did not 
which was good. 


In the winter of the 20's and 30's the Bros., with the help of neighbors, cut ice blocks from the lake to fil 3 ice 
houses to supply the cottages, the stand, and the farmhouse in the summer. Some ice was even sold to Russell 
Lances's company in Braham for their use in town. The ice blocks were drawn by horse-wagons which was a 
long and tedious job for all. 


‘Toward spring, gathering maple sap from trees on their farm was another chore. It was cooked on the old wood 
stoves for hours but of delicious flavor for use later. (The wood also being cut and sawed by the Bros). 


To describe the two brothers who ran this resort - Charlie was the mathematician of the family, also the 
fisherman. He seemed to like being with lumber. He was often called upon to determine how much lumber was 
in a neat pile of logs. | believe this was called "scaling". And he had jobs as township clerk, church treasurer, 
justice of peace, etc and helped build the Rush Point Lutheran Church. He never married. A sort of carelessly 
dressed fellow but loved to talk about most anything, and had a good heart always treating children to candy and 
things like that. 


Frank had a tool shop where he would work to make things of his liking. He also did some welding when 
needed, heating tools on an old fashioned blacksmith stand, He did wall-paper hanging, painting interior or 
‘exterior of homes and liked to carve out of wood and made many ship models from plans he had sent for. Most 
carpenter work he was handy to do. He also learned taxidermy work having mounted many squirrels, ducks, etc., 
keeping all these in a small upstairs room of the farmhouse. 


The last owner of the farmhouse (not any part of the resort) built a new home on the land in 1981 and began 
tearing down the old farmhouse in 1982. Part of the farmhouse was a log cabin built by Magnus Challeen and 
his helpers, possibly in 1870 as this date is carved in one of the floors. The logs of the house are something to 
see, each one numbered I-I-Il-Ill. Notice the four was not carved IV as we use today. No nails were used, only 
notched ends fitted together. Three rooms were added to the log house where Magnus and his wife Elizabeth 
lived and as the family grew (4 sons and a daughter) siding was put outside the logs as new rooms (9 in all) were 
built, making a more modern home for that time, The new owner of the house now plans to leave the log house 
stand for others who may be interested in seeing it as time goes by. 


Occasionally, in winter, fishing contests are held on Sundays at the resort for the largest fish caught in perhaps 
2 hours time limit. Sponsored sometimes by Lion's Club or other club or the resort owner himself - which usually 
brought many fishermen out. 


‘Anew tarvia road was built to Rush Point along the lake in about 1952 to give cottage folks on the resort land 
mail delivery to their mail boxes. 
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
